Lii<e  the 
Titanic,  we  were  invincible  .  .  .  hand-picked,  blue-ribbon  stud- 
ents. With  vim,  vigour  and  zest,  we  waded  into  forty  weeks 
of  interminable  Physics  tests,  congenital  arm-anomalied 
Organic  profs,  learning  chromosomes  in  terms  of  railway 
trains,  counting  "ahs"  in  Quantitative  Analysis  classes.  This 
was  the  year  Marion  Marshall  burned  her  hair  in  the  Chem. 
lab. — Mike  Dillon  broke  $20  worth  of  scientific  apparatus  at 
$1  worth  a  week — Walden  and  Ufflemann  worked  together  in 
Organic  for  three  months  before  "Uffie"  worked  up  enough 
nerve  to  introduce  himself — Mullens  "extinguished"  himself 
with  gas  bombs  and  water  fights — Mandy  ate  chocolate  bars 
and  peanuts  to  keep  awake  in  lectures — "Rocky"  Bissonette 
amazed  everybody  with  what  he  saw^  in  a  microscope — Di 
Johnson  scuttled  the  class  on  our  rabbit  anatomy  exam,  with 
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three  slides — Ternosky  finally  saw  Life  watching  amoebas  in 
action  under  high  power — Blair  and  Breen  went  around  hyp- 
notizing everybody  and  Bill  Davis  chased  Bell  Telephone  girls. 
In  1944,  Meds  '49  won  the  inter-faculty  boxing  championship 
but  took  the  count  in  the  following  May. 

The  fall  of  1945  saw  34  "Old  Originals"  augmented  by  29 
B.Sc.'s,  M.A.'s  and  veterans,  enter  the  hallowed  halls  of  the 
Medical  school.  With  great  temerity  and  awe,  we  drank  in  the 
dripping,  dramatic  words  of  the  Great  White  Father — Dr. 
Macklin's  generator  hummed  three  mornings  a  week — "Tony" 
De  Luca  was  still  saying  "The  next  movie  at  Loew's  is  at  3.40, 
so  nobody  leaves  the  lab.  before  3.30!" — "Rocky"  did  his  best 
dissection  with  two  air-hammers  and  a  pick-axe — J.  C.  Wilson 
and  Norma  Dean  buried  their  heads  together  in  their  cadaver, 
and  Chalmers  rounded  up  the  boys  to  lay  bricks  for  his  new 
house — Ufflemann  began  talking  to  his  classmates — our  first 
class  party  at  the  Cobblestone  was  a  great  success — Spring- 
time brought  us  to  "de-de-de-de-hep-hep-take  out  the  liver" 
lectures  and  Dewan's  hormones — Al  Deadman  signed  away  his 
life  to  Muriel  McLeod — we  didn't  win  the  boxing  champion- 
ship, but  we  sure  took  the  count  in  May. 

It  was  a  bright  September  morning  in  1946  when  55 
"Older  Originals"  returned  to  become  microbe-hunters  and 
brain  specialists.  Fabien  Curry  carried  the  spirit  of  '49  into 
the  Mustangs — 20  percent  of  the  Mustang  football  band  came 
from  our  class — Murray  Boyce  missed  the  train  on  the  Varsity 
week-end  and  made  history  by  flying  down  to  Toronto  with 
his  bass  drum — Don  Bellamy  scared  hell  out  of  the  lab.  by 
splattering  typhoid  bacilli  all  over  himself — Gamble  blew  up 
his  rabbit  with  ether  in  Physiology  and  Biles  demonstrated 
his  new  technique  for  urinary  shampoos — at  Christmas  every- 
one got  a  stethoscope  from  Santa  Claus  and  we  became  em- 
bryonic surgeons  and  internists.  Rocky  amazed  everybody 
by  the  sounds  he  heard  in  patients'  chests — at  the  class  party 
at  the  Knotty  Pine  Inn,  Eunice  Oestreicher  took  a  fourth  year 
Med.  down  the  primrose  path,  and  Dr.  Ban  entertained  the 
class  in  his  own  inimitable  way — "Champ"  Thompson  was 
nominated  "The  man  who  laughs  the  most  at  any  joke," — you 
could  always  find  Fletcher  and  Muriel  in  the  cardiology  room 
— they  had  heart  trouble — the  Meds'  Merrymakers  show  came 
off,  and  we  all  pitched  in  to  make  it  a  great  success — Bissonette 
fell  in  love  with  Marge  and  Marge  fell  for  the  charms  of  our 
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boy — Don  Marshall  i'inally  took  a  day  olT  from  studies  to  play 
golf.     June  bi'ought  a  new  slaughter. 

Fourth  year  was  the  yeai'  we  all  cui'sed — 8..'U)'s  eveiy 
morning  for  45  weeks — Paul  Schneller  and  Hugh  Hay  joined 
our  I'anks,  so  sadly  depleted — Dr.  Kennedy  "dealt  with  the 
enemy  from  great  heights"  and  showed  us  how  to  build  cozy 
out-houses — we  all  got  fallen  arches  in  clinics  and  big  ice- 
cream cones  at  the  Byron  San — Campbell  got  in  the  funeral 
parlour  business  —  Deadman  was  co-producer  of  Purple 
Patches  and  director  of  the  Meds  choir — Graham  and  Mori- 
arity  became  "boozin"  pals  and  Goldberg  flew  to  Winnipeg 
to  represent  Western  at  the  N.F.C.U.S.  Conference — Bill  Butt 
went  to  pieces  and  married  Ruth  Brown — Nate  Heller  starred 
in  a  skit  at  the  4th-5th  year  party,  which  put  the  class  in  the 
proletariat  group  for  months — everyone  vowed  to  use  their 
index  finger  when  they  graduated,  in  spite  of  what  Dr.  Geddes 
said — Ruth  Clemens  and  Jack  Kennedy  got  married  and  sui'- 
prised  everyone — Faris  and  Fitzjames  did  a  follow-up  flooper 
— Meds  '49  won  the  Barbecue  cup  for  the  best  skit  at  the  an- 
nual picnic — we  also  took  the  volleyball  championship  that 
year — "Killer"  Galbraith  astounded  the  fisticuff  w^orld  by 
felling  his  opponent  with  one  blow — Jack  Prince  created  an 
uproar  with  the  nurses  at  St.  Joe's  and  then  ...  14  examina- 
tions! 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  saw  us  back  again  with 
that  old  vim,  vigour  and  vitality  as  budding  clinicians  —  we 
were  diagnosing  and  prescribing  treatments! — the  football 
season  saw  forty-niners  all  over,  from  Montreal  to  Toronto, 
following  Captain  Curry  and  the  Mustangs.  Tufteland  and 
Bryant  hit  the  headlines  in  Kingston — Johnny  Rawling  left 
his  heart  in  Montreal  and  had  it  back  in  Hogtown — everyone 
started  writing  hospitals,  from  Hong  Kong  to  Hawaii — we 
were  scurrying  back  and  forth  from  the  Ontario  Hospital  to 
Bethesda — John  Duff  moved  ten  times  with  his  new  bride,  and 
everyone  got  the  Council  jitters.  After  the  bang-up  party 
thrown  to  us  by  the  4th-year  boys,  we  all  retired  to  learn  five 
years'  medicine  in  two  months — but  now,  that  we  are  on  the 
threshold  of  graduation,  we  feel,  strangely  enough,  still  like 
blue-ribbon  boys.  After  what  Meds  '49  went  through  for  five 
years,  we  have  the  utmost  confidence  that  we  can  face  any- 
thing in  the  future  and  be  a  credit  to  our  teachers,  our  school 
and  our  profession.

This  is  our  own  lethargy  which  leads  us  to  accept  blandly  and  v.'ith  mild  grati- 
tude the  privileges  and  blessings  of  our  way  of  life  but  leaves  us  completely  unresponsive 
to  certain  few  simple  and  easy  duties,  the  most  important  of  which,  and  by  and  large  one  of 
the  easiest,  is  to  exercise  our  right  to  vote. 

When  university  graduates  as  a  class  show  a  high  percentage  of  their  votes  cast  in  all 
civic,  provincial  and  dominion  elections  then  they  may  feel  they  have  learned  "citizenship".

If  change  and  development  are  signs  of  health,  Western's  student  body 
is  in  fine  shape.  And  behind  this  thriving  organism  stands  the  U.S.C.,  anx- 
iously hoping  that  its  prescriptions  were  what  the  doctor  really  ordered. 

The  year's  most  apparent  innovation  was  the  appearance  of  a  semi-weekly 
Gazette  which  made  possible  a  far  better  news  coverage.  Again  the  Gazette 
justified  our  good  opinion  by  being  the  finest  University  paper  in  Canada. 
Other  publications  (Folio,  Student  Directory  and  Constitutional  Handbook)  all 
had  the  "New  Look",  while  the  Oxy  promises  to  be  the  best  yet. 

Weightiest  decision  was  to  allow  political  clubs  to  function  on  the  campus. 
Student  Forums  continued  to  elicit  student  opinion  on  this  and  other  questions. 
A  new  portfolio,  that  of  Internal  Affairs,  was  created  to  handle  the  affairs  of 
clubs,  and  religious  clubs  were  transferred  to  U.S.C.  jurisdiction. 

Representatives  were  sent  to  the  annual  conference  of  N.F.C.U.S.,  and  the 
Council  approved  formation  of  a  permanent  N.F.C.U.S.  Committee.  Western 
also  joined  the  Canadian  Association  of  Medical  Students  and  Internes. 

Last  year's  successful  series  of  radio  programmes  was  continued  as  a 
second-term  project.  The  "Purple  Patches"  was  a  rousing  success,  its  organ- 
ization was  established  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  a  system  of  Patches  Awards 
instituted.  A  series  of  well-run  dances  rounded  out  the  lighter  side  of  student 
activities;  and  a  bigger  and  better  Band,  with  majorettes  and  cheer  leaders, 
did  a  wonderful  job. 

These  were  the  situations  which  kept  the  U.S.C.  thinking,  arguing,  and 
working  during  1948-'49.  And  the  student  pulse,  though  perceptibly  quickened, 
indicates  no  cause  for  alarm  in  the  future.
